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OAKHAM WILDLIFE MANAGEMENT AREA

(Oakham)

SIZE: This WMA encompasses 365 acres of moderately steep hillside falling to
nearly level terrain. Access and parking are off Lincoln Road.
U.S.G.S. Quad: North Brookfield

VEGETATION: Mixed hardwood and conifer forest interspersed with agricultural and
brushy fields. Two sections of brushy to open marsh support wetland
vegetation.

WATER: Aside from some shallow marsh, the only water on this area is a section of
Maynard Brook. Though not a stocked water, this stream supports some
native brook trout.

WILDLIFE: Grouse, deer, woodcock, cottontail rabbit, a few aquatic fin-bearers, gray
squirrel and numerous nongame species. This area is not stocked with
pheasant.

SPECIAL

REGULATIONS: None, but note that there is a substantial private "in holding™ in the
center of the area.
